Ruth  Messinger 
took  office  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1990  with  a 
promise  to  make 
city  government 
more  accessible 
and  accountable 
and  to  involve 
more  New  York¬ 
ers  in  the  decisions 
affecting  their 
lives. 

An  expert  on  the 
city’s  finances  dur¬ 
ing  her  twelve 
years  on  the  New 
York  City  Council,  Borough  President  Messin¬ 
ger  continues  to  leave  her  mark  on  New  York 
City’s  budget.  She  won  adoption  of  several  key 
recommendations  last  year,  including  tax  relief 
for  apartment  dwellers  and  business  owners.  She 
is  now  using  her  budget  authority  to  suggest 
ways  to  close  the  city’s  current  large  budget  gap. 

Throughout  her  career,  Ms.  Messinger  has 
worked  to  secure  legislative  protections  against 
prejudice  and  for  tolerance.  To  this  end,  she  has 
mobilized  support  for  passage  of  state  antibias 
legislation  and  fought  the  discriminatory  hiring 
practices  of  some  city  contractors. 

Ruth  Messinger  is  a  third  generation  New 
Yorker  and  mother  of  three  children,  all  of 
whom  graduated  from  New  York  City’s  public 
schools. 

In  addition  to  her  work  in  New  York,  she  is  the 
national  Chair  of  the  Advisory  Council  of  the 
National  League  of  Cities,  immediate  past  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Women  in  Municipal  Government,  and 
Advisory  Committee  member  of  the  Jewish 
Fund  for  Justice.

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From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

I’ve  noticed  that  one  of  the  biggest  problems  in 
contemporary  Judaism  is  how  alienated  so  many 
of  us  are  from  Jewish  prayer.  Many  Jews, 
probably  the  great  majority  of  American  Jews, 
are  simply  unable  to  pray  in  the  context  of  their 
tradition.  This  sad  alienation  is  the  result  of  a 
number  of  factors.  First  of  all,  most  Jews  simply 
do  not  know  enough  Hebrew  to  make  a  Jewish 
service  at  all  meaningful.  Jewishly,  we  are 
becoming  an  illiterate  people.  Secondly,  the 
theology  of  some  of  the  prayers — the  assump¬ 
tions  inherent  in  their  composition — is  strange  or 
even  unacceptable  to  many  of  us.  For  instance, 
there  are  prayers  which  praise  God  for  bringing 
the  dead  back  to  life.  Many  Jews  simply  do  not 
accept  that  notion  (or  other  notions),  and  this 
lack  of  faith  interferes  with  their  praying. 
Finally,  the  idea  of  intensely  communing  with 
God — of  dredging  up  our  deepest  emotions — 
may  simply  be  too  daunting,  too  potentially 
exhausting  for  most  Jews. 

For  whatever  reasons,  there  are  large  numbers 
of  Jews  uncomfortable  with  Jewish  worship 
services.  And  this  is,  I  believe,  a  terrible  shame. 
Prayer  can  add  so  much  to  life.  It  is  such  a  vital, 
rewarding  experience.  When  we  have  lived 
through  terrible  loss,  prayer  can  comfort;  when 
we  are  overjoyed,  prayer  provides  us  with  the 
context  to  give  thanks.  Even  in  every  day  life 
prayer  rescues  from  the  mundane  and  puts  us  in 
touch  with  the  ineffable.  It  is  an  experience  for 
everyone,  in  every  phase  of  life. 

How,  then,  do  we  overcome  this  alienation?  We 
forget,  too  often,  that  prayer,  like  so  much  else 
in  life  which  is  important,  is  a  discipline.  It 
requires  sustained  and  rigorous  effort.  We  enter 
the  world  of  prayer  at  first  through  study.  This 
synagogue  offers  ample  opportunities  to  learn 
Hebrew.  In  Vivian  Finkel  we  have  the  best 
Hebrew  teacher  in  the  city.  Once  the  language 


hurdle  is  overcome,  many  of  our  Sherr  Institute 
classes  deal  with  the  theological  issues  raised  in 
prayer.  Finally,  during  both  the  High  Holidays 
and  the  regular  year,  our  synagogue  offers  less 
formal  services,  where  the  skills  and  concepts  of 
prayer  are  dealt  with  directly. 

Praying  Jewishly  is  not  as  daunting  as  it  may 
appear.  Any  member  of  this  synagogue  has  the 
tools  and  the  opportunity  to  learn  how  to  pray  as 
a  Jew.  Like  any  skill,  it  will  take  time  and  effort. 
But  few  skills  offer  such  rich  and  lasting 
rewards.

In  his  published 
works,  he  has  promoted  the  need  for  a  healthy, 
liberal  democracy  and  the  power  of  the  educa¬ 
tional  process  in  Israel.  His  writings  also  reflect 
a  commitment  to  religious  pluralism  within  the 
Jewish  people  and  in  interfaith  relations. 

Known  as  a  philosopher  and  social  activist,  Dr. 
Hartman  will  speak  on  the  conflicting  visions 
regarding  the  spiritual  possibilities  of  modem 
Israel,  as  well  as  the  quest  for  the  renewal  of 
Judaism  and  Jewish  life.

Selling  Hametz 

Members  of  the  congregation  who  wish  to  “sell  their  hametz”  through  the 
offices  of  Rabbi  Lincoln  may  do  so  by  calling  his  secretary  during  business 
hours  at  369-2600.  Offerings  may  be  made  to  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
Welfare  Fund. 

The  Food  Pantry  suggests  that  when  you  physically  rid  your  home  of 
hametz,  you  donate  the  food  to  the  Food  Pantry  for  distribution  to  the 
hungry  poor  in  our  neighborhood.  You  will  be  performing  a  double 
mitzvah  by  bringing  your  hametz  to  the  synagogue  for  this  purpose.

Model  seders  will  take  place  from  Sunday,  March  10th  through  Thursday, 
March  14th. 

Passover  Dietary  Laws 

Prohibited  Foods 

Prohibited  Foods  include:  leavened  bread,  cakes,  biscuits,  crackers, 
cereal,  coffee  with  cereal  derivatives  in  them,  wheat,  barley,  oats,  spelt, 
rye,  and  all  liquids  containing  ingredients  or  flavors  made  from  grain 
alcohol.  In  addition,  most  Ashkenazic  authorities  have  added  the  following 
foods  to  the  above  list:  rice,  com,  millet,  legumes  (beans,  peas,  peanuts; 
but  string  beans  are  permitted).  Some  Ashkenazic  authorities  permit,  while 
others  forbid  the  use  of  legumes  in  a  form  other  than  its  natural  state,  for 
example,  com  sweeteners,  corn  oil,  soy  oil,  peanut  oil.  Sephardic 
authorities  permit  the  use  of  all  of  the  above.  Consult  Rabbi  Lincoln  for 
guidance  in  the  use  of  these  products. 

Permitted  Foods 

A.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased  prior 
to  Pesah:  unopened  packages  or  containers  of  natural  coffee  (without 
cereal  additives),  sugar,  pure  tea,  salt,  pepper,  natural  spices,  fruit  juices 
with  no  additives  (frozen,  canned,  or  bottled),  frozen  (uncooked)  vegeta¬ 
bles  (for  legumes,  see  above),  milk,  butter,  cottage  cheese,  cream  cheese, 
tuna  in  water  (no  oil  added),  frozen  (uncooked)  fruit  (with  no  additives), 
baking  soda. 

B.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased  either 
before  or  during  Pesah:  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  (except  for  legumes 
above),  eggs,  fresh  fish  and  fresh  meat. 

C.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased  either 
before  or  during  Pesah:  All  baked  products  (matzah,  cakes,  matzah  flour, 
farfel,  matzah  meal,  and  any  products  containing  matzah),  wine,  vinegar, 
liquor,  oils,  dried  fruits,  candy,  chocolate  flavored  milk,  ice  cream, 
yogurt,  and  soda. 

D.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased  during 
Pesah:  Processed  foods  (canned,  frozen,  or  bottled):  milk,  butter,  juices, 
vegetables,  fruit,  milk  products,  spices,  coffee,  tea,  and  fish,  as  well  as  all 
foods  listed  in  category  C. 

Detergents:  If  permitted  during  the  year,  powdered  and  liquid  detergents 
do  not  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label. 

Medicine:  Since  hametz  binders  are  used  in  many  pills,  the  following 
guidelines  should  be  followed:  If  the  medicine  is  required  for  life 
sustaining  therapy,  it  may  be  used  during  Pesah.  If  it  is  not  for  life 
sustaining  therapy,  some  authorities  permit,  while  others  prohibit.  Consult 
Rabbi  Lincoln.  In  all  cases,  capsules  are  preferable. 

Kashering  of  Utensils 

The  process  of  kashering  utensils  depends  on  how  the  utensils  are  used. 
According  to  halakhah,  leaven  can  be  purged  from  a  utensil  by  the  same 
process  in  which  it  was  absorbed  in  the  utensil.  Therefore,  utensils  used  in 
cooking  are  kashered  by  boiling,  those  used  in  broiling  are  kashered  by  fire 
and  heat,  and  those  used  only  for  cold  food  are  kashered  by  rinsing. 

A.  Earthenware  (china,  pottery,  etc.)  may  not  be  kashered.  But  fine 
translucent  chinaware  which  has  not  been  used  for  over  a  year  may  be  used 
if  scoured  and  cleaned  in  hot  water. 

B.  Metal  (wholly  made  of  metal)  used  in  fire  (spit,  broiler)  must  first  be 
thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleansed  and  then  made  as  hot  as  possible.  Those 

(continued  on  page  6) 
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used  for  cooking  and  eating  (silverware,  pots) 
must  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and 
completely  immersed  in  boiling  water.  Pots 
should  have  water  boiled  in  them  which  will 
overflow  the  rim.  The  utensils  should  not  be 
used  for  a  period  of  at  least  24  hours  between  the 
cleaning  and  the  immersion  in  boiling  water. 
Metal  baking  utensils  cannot  be  kashered. 

C.  Oven  and  Ranges:  Every  part  that  comes  in 
contact  with  food  must  be  thoroughly  scrubbed 
and  cleaned.  Then,  oven  and  range  should  be 
heated  as  hot  as  possible  for  a  half  hour.  If  there 
is  a  broil  setting,  use  it.  Self  cleaning  ovens 
should  be  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and  then  put 
through  the  self-cleaning  cycle.  Continuous  clean¬ 
ing  ovens  must  be  kashered  in  the  same  manner 
as  regular  ovens.  Microwave  ovens,  which  do 
not  cook  the  food  by  means  of  heat,  should  be 
cleaned  and  then  a  cup  of  water  should  be  placed 
in  it.  Then  the  oven  should  be  turned  on  until  the 
water  disappears.  A  microwave  oven  that  has  a 
browning  element  cannot  be  kashered. 

D.  Glassware:  Authorities  disagree  as  to  the 
method  for  kashering  drinking  utensils.  One 
opinion  requires  soaking  in  water  for  three  days, 
changing  the  water  every  24  hours,  while  the 
other  opinion  requires  only  a  thorough  scrubbing 
before  Pesah  or  putting  it  through  a  dishwasher. 

E.  Dishwasher:  After  not  using  the  machine  for 
a  period  of  24  hours,  a  full  cycle  with  detergent 
should  be  run. 

F.  Electrical  Appliances:  If  the  parts  that  come 
into  contact  with  hametz  are  removable,  they 
can  be  kashered  in  the  appropriate  way  (if  metal, 
follow  the  rules  for  metal  utensils).  If  the  parts 
are  not  removable,  the  appliance  cannot  be 
kashered.  (All  exposed  parts  should  be  thor¬ 
oughly  cleaned.) 

G.  Tables,  closets,  and  counters:  If  used  with 
hametz,  they  should  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
covered,  and  then  they  may  be  used. 

H.  Kitchen  sink:  A  metal  sink  can  be  kashered 
by  a  thorough  cleaning  and  by  pouring  boiling 
water  over  it.  A  porcelain  sink  should  be  cleaned 
and  a  sink  rack  used.  If,  however,  dishes  are  to 
be  soaked  in  a  porcelain  sink,  a  dish  basin  must 
be  used. 

I.  Hametz  and  non-Passover  utensils:  Non- 
Passover  dishes,  pots  and  hametz  whose  owner¬ 
ship  has  been  transferred,  should  be  separated, 
locked  up  or  covered,  and  marked  so  as  to 
prevent  accidental  use.
